The warning of General Manager McClain of the 
Provident Association against the frauds in the 
army of collectors for alleged charities. who infest 
the streets, the oflices and the resorts of the city is

And so of vegetables—only the com- 
mvunest sorts are used, and that only | 
when cooked in the simplest manner. 

Plain cooking is the customary Ameri- 
‘en standard of cooking. In this con- 
tion it may be remarked that 
‘plain”’ here means very much what it 
does when applied to a person's face— 
something not worth considering and 
hardly worth thinking of the second 
time. 

Having been brought up on this sort 
of food, such people never eat any- 
thing else, no matter how long they 
chance to live. If they come toa city. 
if they go visiting among those of more 
varied dietary, their attitude is that of 
the proverbial] country man—they wish 
to throw away everything to which 
they are umnaccustumed. Even hard 
times and economic strain cannot force 
them to vary their victuals. 

it Is not in the least true that the 
people of any given country have the 
cuisine best sulted to that country. 
The most noteworthy proof to the con- 
trary may be found in France, which 
leads the world not only in the delicacy 
and savorinees of ite cookery, but in its 
variety and economy as well. 

Yet it is doubtful if tn the modern 
French cuisine any trace of the French 
cooking of three centuries ago remains. 
Paris learned to cook from Provence 
and Provence took the cookery of Italy 
and Spain. chiefly the former, and im- 
proved it inte Its present form. 

Broadly speaking. everything used by 
civilized people anywhere is good food. 

Here in the United States with our 
poputation made up of every sort of 
people under the sun, we have oppor. 
tunities for trying the viands of diverse 
nations seldom granted elsewhere - 

And tn justice to that sense of expert- 
that trying of all things and 
holding fast that which is good, we 
should adopt in our families the bost 
dishes of al) natiors.
